Good  for  in  Merchandise 
Howesville,  WV  1359  [Preston]

Not  listed  in  Dodrill.  Edkins  lists  as 
company  store  for  Kingwood  Coal  Co.,  also  the 
name  is  spelled  wrong  in  Edkins  (spelled  right 
above)  as  I  have  a  Howesville  1359  B50  token. 
The  website  for  West  Virginia  Miners  Health 
Safety  and  Training  has  Kingwood  Coal  Co.  with 
two  mines.  Howesville  mine  from  1901  to  1920 
and  Kingwood  mine  from  1911  to  1912. 

In  my  March,  1919  issue  of  Bradstreet, 
Herman  Ayers  is  listed  as  a  restaurant.  David  E. 
Schenkman  wrote  "Herman  Ayerman  [or 
Ayersmann  as  the  name  is  spelled  in  directories] 
operated  a  restaurant  during  the  late  teens  and 
early  1920's".  Kingwood  Coal  Co.  is  listed  in  the 
Bradstreet  directories  in  that  time  frame.  Upon 
checking  “sample  tokens”  in  Stuart  E.  Brown's 
book  entitled  “SCRIP”  on  page  227,  the  C.  H. 
Hanson  Company  has  what  I  would  call  sample 
pieces  with  H.  Ayersman,  Howesville,  W.VA. 
listed  as  samples  in  scalloped  tokens,  but  Hanson 
also  made  Hexagon  tokens.  Would  Hanson  use  his 
clients  name  in  their  sample  catalogue? 

Bigger  question,  is  the  Ayersman  token 
listed  in  Edkins  a  coal  scrip  or  sample?  Tennessee 
collectors  should  search  for  an  answer  for  pioneer 
2238  Cl 00  as  Hanson  also  has  that  token  listed  in 
their  metal  trade  checks  catalogue  in  the  book 
“SCRIP”  on  page  225.

Samantha  Andersen  Wins  Social  Studies  Competition  at  School  Level 

My  daughter,  Samantha,  was  announced  the  winner  in  the  U.S.  History  category  of  the  Social  Studies 
Fair  at  Fayetteville  Elementary  School  on  October  21,  2016.  Her  project  was  “Coal  Miner’s  Money.  A 
Good  Deal  or  A  Bad  Idea."  She  explored  the  two  views  often  disputed  as  to  whether  scrip  was  good  or 
bad  for  the  miner  and  his  family.  Ultimately,  she  concluded  that  it  had  both  good  and  bad  qualities.  One 
of  the  benefits,  she  found,  was  that  the  miner  and  his  family  could  make  purchases  for  their  needs  prior 
to  pay  day  if  they  drew  scrip.  One  of  the  drawbacks  to  scrip  was  that  in  most  instances  the  miner  and  his 
family  could  only  make  purchases  at  the  company  store,  or  if  another  business  would  accept  scrip,  it  was 
not  at  the  full  value. 

Her  display  consisted  of  several  picture  postcards  depicting  Kaymoor,  WV,  a  photograph  of  her  great 
grandfather,  Sedor  Fedukovich  when  he  worked  at  the  Rock  Lick  Coal  Co.  in  1930,  a  set  of  scrip  and  a 
pay  statement  showing  that  the  miner  drew  some  scrip.  When  the  judges  asked  her  how  she  became 
interested  in  scrip,  she  replied  “A  friend  of  my  dad's  (Doug  Tolley)  gave  me  some  tokens  and  that's  how 
I  got  interested  in  it.”  She  will  move  on  to  the  next  level  of  competition,  slated  for  early  2017.

THE “BUSHEL” TOKENS 
OF  WILLIAM  G.  BARNARD 

William  G.  Barnard  was  one  of  Bellaire, 

Ohio’s  leading  citizens  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  and  certainly  one  of  its  most  successful 
businessmen.  Born  in  England,  he  migrated  to 
this  country  with  his  family  in  1819  while  still  a 
lad.  His  formal  education  came  to  a  halt  when 
he  took  a  job  managing  a  large  farm  in 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia.  After  only  three  years  he  had  saved  enough  money  to  purchase  a  part 
ownership  in  the  farm. 

Barnard  relocated  to  Bellaire  in  1850,  where  he  acquired  another  farm.  In  1866  he 
purchased  a  major  partnership  in  a  new  enterprise  which  became  known  as  the  Bellaire  Nail 
Works.  The  company,  which  he  eventually  served  as  president,  was  located  on  land  owned  by 
Barnard.  Four  years  later  he  became  involved  in  a  coal  business  in  Illinois,  and  also  invested  in 
railroads  there.  During  all  this  time  his  home  remained  in  Bellaire. 

Coal  was  nothing  new  to  Barnard  in  the  1870s.  As  early  as  1832  he  was  operating  a  mine  in 
St.  Clairesville.  This  proved  to  be  unsuccessful,  and  in  1848  he  opened  his  first  mine  in  Bellaire. 

He  soon  became  the  largest  and  most  successful  coal  producer  in  the  area.  He  also  owned  mines 
in  Illinois,  and  the  September  15,  1877  issue  of  The  Wheeling  Daily  Intelligencer  announced  that 
“Mr.  Wm.  G.  Barnard,  one  of  our  wealthiest  citizens,  left  here  Wednesday  evening  last  on  a 
business  tour  to  the  southern  part  of  Illinois.  Mr.  Barnard  is  sole  owner  of  the  Chester  &  Tamaroa 
railroad;  also  of  several  large  coal  mines  in  that  section  of  the  state.” 

In  the  1870s  Bellaire  was  known  as  the  “Glass  City,”  and  at  least  eight  well-known  glass 
manufacturers  operated  during  that  time.  Not  surprisingly,  Barnard  was  involved  in  this  thriving 
industry.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Belmont  Glass  Company,  which  was  incorporated  in  the  late 
1 860s  or  early  1 870s.  This  enterprise  which,  incidentally,  issued  tokens  good  for  400,  prospered 
and  by  the  early  1880s  employed  well  over  two  hundred  people.  Barnard  also  served  as  president 
of  the  Wabash,  Chester  and  Western  Railroad  Company. 

In  the  late  1880s  a  good  portion  of  Ohio’s  glass  industry  moved 
to  Fostoria,  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the  state,  because  of  the 
discovery  of  natural  gas  in  that  area.  Belmont  Glass  Company  closed 
its  doors  in  1890.  However,  other  glass  companies  sprang  up  in 
Bellaire,  some  of  them  operated  by  former  Belmont  employees. 

In  1883  Barnard  patented  a  device  titled  “Apparatus  For 
Loading  Coal.”  Three  years  later  he  filed  another  patent  which  was 
described  as  follows:  “My  present  invention  relates  to  certain  new  and 
useful  improvements  in  an  apparatus  for  loading  coal  and  other  coarse 
articles  into  steamers,  barges,  and  other  vessels  from  cars  or  storing-cribs,  and  is  an  improvement 
on  Patent  No.  285,952,  issued  to  me  October  2,  1883...” 

Barnard  issued  two  unusual  tokens  for  use  at  his  “coal  works.”  Listed  as  Ohio  MXIa  and 
MXIb,  they  are  both  are  brass,  and  20mm.  Not  mentioned  in  the  catalog  is  the  fact  that  they  have 
reeded  edges.  The  tokens  are  identical  except  for  the  unusual  values.  It  would  be  interesting  to 


know  how  they  were  used;  200  Bushels  is  a  lot  of  coal! 

In  my  opinion  the  R-10  ratings  assigned  the  tokens  are  correct,  but  I  would  be  interested  in 
knowing  how  many  examples  are  in  collectors’  hands.  A  set  in  uncirculated  condition  was  sold  as 
lot  1354  in  the  June,  1984  Bowers  and  Merena,  Inc.  sale  of  the  “Coins  from  the  Virgil  Brand 
Collection,"  and  I  was  able  to  acquire  them.  I  haven’t  seen  another  MXIb,  and  only  one  other 
MXIa. 

The  big  questions  are,  who  struck  the  tokens  and  when  were  they  used?  They  are  almost 
certainly  the  work  of  one  of  major  Cincinnati  die  sinkers.  Wiliam  K.  Lanphear  is  a  possibility,  but 
more  likely  they  emanated  from  James  Murdock,  Jr.,  William  W.  Spencer,  or  John  Stanton.  These 
men  probably  struck  more  Civil  War  tokens  than  all  other  makers  combined.  During  the  early 
1860s  the  latter  three  individuals  were  in  business  together,  and  after  the  partnership  dissolved, 
Murdock  and  Spencer  formed  a  separate  business  but  for  a  while  continued  to  operate  out  of 
Stanton’s  shop.  Die  punches  were  often  shared,  so  it  isn’t  always  possible  to  tell  who  struck  what. 
In  any  event,  judging  by  the  die  style,  the  tokens  were  probably  struck  during  the  1860s  or  shortly 
thereafter,  making  them  among  the  earliest  coal  tokens. 

The  August  9,  1892  issue  of  The  Wheeling  Daily  Intelligencer  reported  Barnard’s  demise  as 
follows:  “William  G.  Barnard,  one  of  Bellaire’s  oldest,  wealthiest  and  most  enterprising  citizens,  met 
with  a  cruel  death  yesterday.  He  was  run  over  by  a  clay  car  at  his  brick  works  early  in  the  morning, 
and  his  left  leg  was  crushed  to  a  jelly  from  the  hip  to  the  knee,  and  it  had  to  amputated  near  the 
hip.  He  never  rallied  from  the  shock,  dying  about  half  past  two  in  the  afternoon.”  The  funeral  was 
the  next  day,  and  the  mayor  called  for  all  businessmen  to  close  their  establishments  as  a  sign  of 
respect.  Barnard  left  an  estate  valued  at  over  $200,000.

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Sutton  Chemical  Co. 


Sutton,  WV.  2729  [Braxton]

In  the  August,  1993  issue  of  scrip  talk  James  W.  Thompson  had  an  article  on  Sutton  Chemical  Co. 
entitled,  “The  Way  It  Was'’.  Sutton  Chemical  Co.,  deep  in  the  heart  of  the  coal  book,  never  mined  a  ton  of 
coal.  On  April  27,  1920,  the  Sutton  Chemical  Co.  started  its  plant  up  after  (2)  two  years  in  the  construction. 
It  consisted  of  a  retort  builder  (sic  building),  dryers,  coolers,  loading  sheds,  tube  still  houses,  machine  shop 
and  settling  pans.  Also,  boiler  and  pump  houses,  transfer  shed,  charcoal  storage,  acetate  storage  and  office 
building.  Also,  warehouses,  ensign  house,  sawmill  plant  and  its  own  electric  plant  and  all  of  the  buildings 
were  electrically  lighted. 

The  plant  was  located  on  Elk  River  and  had  a  natural  supply  of  fresh  water. 

Braxton  County  having  two  major  railroads,  the  P  &  WV  and  the  C  &  C.  they  had  adequate  transportation. 
The  plant  had  a  capacity  of  eighty  cords  of  wood  daily,  which  was  made  into  charcoal. 

The  wood  is  obtained  from  a  large  tract  of  timberland  owned  by  the  company  on  Wolf  Creek,  to  which  a 
standard  gauge  railroad  had  been  built. 

All  timber  from  the  woods  was  cut  on  the  company’s  sawmill.  The  waste  was  converted  into  chemicals. 
When  in  full  operation  the  company  employed  ( 1 50)  at  the  mill,  also  (200)  to  (400)  in  the  woods, 
i.e.-  Thompson  at  this  point  has  listed  4  sets  of  scrip  A  series,  B  series  same  as  A  except  counter  stamped 
with  a  Z.  C  series,  which  is  the  same  as  Edkins  B  and  a  D  series  which  is  C  series  counter  stamped  with  a  Z. 


Show  n  here  are  tw  o  tokens,  one 
without  “Z”  counter  stamp  (left) 
and  one  with  the  “ Z  ” 
counterstamp  (right) 


Counter  stamped  Z  sets  are  for  woods  contractors  who  did  contract  work  for  Sutton  Chemical  Co.  and 
used  their  store.  They  also  sawed  ties  and  bridge  timbers  for  the  railroad  in  the  area. 

So  this  is  one  out  for  the  coal  and  one  in  for  the  timber.  That's  the  way  it  was  April  27,  1920.  at  Sutton 
WV  at  the  Sutton  Chemical  Co.  Said  James  W.  Thompson. 

Listed  in  Terry  N.  Trantow's  Catalogue  of  Lumber  Company  Store  Tokens  on  pages  290-291  with  a  note. 
“Capacity  80  cords  of  wood  for  charcoal  daily,  company  also  made  acetate,  wood  alcohol,  and  other 
chemicals  from  wood  waste  until  1920.  Co.  never  mined  coal”. 

After  researching  what  I  found  was,  Sutton  Chemical  Co.  is  listed  in  the  West  Virginia  Office  of  Miners 
Health  Safety  and  Training  website  as  a  coal  company  from  1921  to  1927  with  a  production  of  166,903  tons. 
In  the  1921  West  Virginia  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Mines  on  pages  44,  84  &  355  Sutton 
Chemical  Company  is  listed.  Sutton  Chemical  is  also  listed  in  the  1927  report  on  page  18  item  #74.  In  1927 
they  operated  Sutton  No.  3  mine,  Sutton  only  had  9  miners  total  in  1927  all  of  which  were  pick  miners  and  a 
total  of  14  working  in  the  mine.  John  Sutton  was  mine  foreman  the  early  years.  The  1921  &  1926  West 
Virginia  Department  of  Mines  information  was  supplied  by  Doug  Tolley.  On  page  1 140  of  the  1920 
Directory  Of  Mines  Sutton  Chemical  had  30  employees  with  an  output  of  200  tons  daily  from  Sutton  No.  3 
mine.  Taking  into  consideration  all  of  the  above  information  Sutton  Chemical  Co.  James  Thompson  is  wrong 
on  this  one.  It  Is  coal,  maybe  including  the  “Z"  sets.
